6. the editorial panel under AECAS80WABY 2 in 
Hew York has been in contact with Badie Madrid and 
received recently free then twelve redie scripts for 
their coasteat. In accordance with AXCASSGWARY 2's 
evaluation, these broadcasts are following tho general 
theme of Ukrainian national liberation, and they avoid 


chauvinistic attacks on the Mussina nationals. However, 
their content is somewhat weak insofar as critical 
discussion of the defects of the Soviet system. The 
exposition of the problems of the Ukrainian population 
versus regime requires extensive study and cont inuous 
flour of information which at the present time is lacking 
in "Radio Hacional." The Ukrainian group of writers and 
editors in Madrid consists, for the most part, of tho 
younger people who were educated by Jesuits in Madrid 
University. 

7. The Ukrainian editors ef the Badie Madrid 
broadcasts are anxious to establish contact with 
AECASSOWAR Y 1, and they wish to draw on their talent and 
their resourcee in improving their broadcasts. 
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8. Wm plans outlined above could bo helpful 
and instrumental in promoting the ideological drive 
against the Soviet Communism, spearheaded by the 
projected English language publication. Besides, the 
personality contacts available to the Group in various 
countries mentioned above, and especially in the Kiddle 
East; and TUrlcey, might be of use to our missions and 
bases in the respective countries .
